Tht real menace to the United States is a 


doctrine called neutralism which exists in 


everv European country, including Great 


Britain. It is the concept that the war of 


the future is between the United States and 


Soviet Russia and that each Europpean 


country can find a program for being neu­ 


tral as between these two giants. 


In Great Britain, for instance, neutralism 


is being advocated by Aneurin B e v a n. 


While American anglophiles laugh at S e v ­ 


an. the fact stands out that should 
t h e 


Churchill government fall at any time dur­ 


ing the next five crucial years, Bevan could 


and probably will be the prime minister. 


The appointment of Andrei Gromyko, as 
the Soviet ambassador to Great Britain, is 
symbolic of Russia's interest in British af­ 
fairs His predecessor at that post, Georgi 
Nikolaevitch Zarubin, is a diplomat of 
lesser importance, with a bad reputation 
because the Soviet spy case in 
Canada 
broke when he w as in charge there: simi­ 
larly, Soviet espionage in England became 
public when he was there. 


Now he is coming to the United States 
as ambassador. We have to take Zarubin, 
but we shall not like him. 


Gromyko is the third most 
important 
man in the field of foreign affairs in Soviet 
Russia, above him being Molotov, who is 
busy with party affairs, and Vishinskv, who 
is ill. He is in line to be minister of foreign 
affairs. 


Gromyko would not be wasted on a coun­ 
try which Stalin regarded as finished as far 
back as 1943. The answer, of course, 
is 
that Great Britain is again emerging as im-1 
portant in European affairs and 
c o u l d 
wrest leadership from the United States. 
A Left Socialist government in Great Brit­ 
ain, devoted to the concept of neutralism, 
could, even unwillingly, became an 
ad­ 
junct of Soviet policy, the objective of 
which is the isolation of the United States, j 


Certain factors enter into this situation: ! 
1. NATO as a military force does not ap­ 
peal to the European nations that have to 
go along with it because of their economic 
dependence upon this country, which has 
contributed about S40 billion to sustain I 
them since 1945. The Europeans would pre­ 
fer to flee themselves from that depend- I 
ence by East-West trade, which the Rus­ 
sians offer them. 


2. The United Nations no longer plays an 
important role in European affairs, those 
countries having reverted to secret diplo­ 
macy, each with the other. The existence 
of NATO and the separate preparation of 
the Bonn Agreement leave the United Na­ 
tions without a program in European af­ 
fairs. It has been by-passed. 


In such circumstances. Russia can play 
the tempter’s role, offering trade conces­ 
sions in return for betraval of the United 
States. It may be a tough job but one for 
which Gromyko is particularly fitted. His 
long stay in the United States, his handling 
of affairs in the United Nations, his famil­ 
iarity with the leading personalities in each 
country, and his more-than-usual, for a 
Russian, social aptitude will make a dif­ 
ference.

They have 
been led to believe that General 
Eisenhower’s election was inevit­ 
able and that the Marshall Ache- i 
son policies would he continued 
As it stands now. it is uncertain 
whether General Eisenhower w i l l j 
lie nominated, or if nominated,! 
elected. The assumption of inevit­ 
ability is gone. 
The possible election of Robert 
A Taft leads them to speculate on 
who would be Secretary of State 
and they come up with such names 
as Douglas MacArthur.
